Waterproofing Paper. 





This is an improved method of water- 
proofing paper and other fabrics, intended to 
produce a waterproof paper or other fabric of 
a superior class with great rapidity and ata 
comparatively small cost. 

The paper or other fabric to be water- 
proofed, as rolled off a web, is carried through 
a tank or cistern of prepared varnish or size 
heated to a temperature of about 212° Fahr., 
and ata rate slow enough to permit the air 
contained in the paper or other fabric being 
entirely replaced by the varnish or size. The 
paper is then drawn between two pressure- 
rollers heated a few degrees higher than the 
liquid varnish or size. These rollers express 
the surplus varnish or size from the fabric and 
allow it to flow back to the tank. The fabric 
is now carried a short distance, and at this 
stage of the operation it receives a dusting of 


powdered steatite, which is brushed in, the. 


surplus being cleaned off by a convenient ar- 
rangement of brushes. This steatite sets the 
varnish or size, and the paper is immediately 
wound on areel or drum atthe end of the 
machine. : 

The apparatus for this purpose consists of a 
framework or table, on which is mounted a tank 
or cistern for containing the size, which is main- 
tained at the required temperature by any suita- 
ble heating apparatus or method, In thistank, 
and at a convenient height above the liquid, 
are two feed-rollers, between which the paper 
to be waterproofed passes, and coming from 
a drum or reel. From these rollers the paper 
passes into the heated size under two leading 
or conducting rollers mounted in the lower 
part of the tank and immersed in the size. On 
leaving these rollers the paper passes upward 
and between two heated rollers, whose func- 
tion is to express the surplus size from the pa- 
per. From these rollers the paper passes over 
a table where it receives a dusting of pow- 
dered steatite, which is sprinkled over it to set 
the size. 


A brush having a reciprocating to-and-fro 
or a rotating motion is mounted above the 
table in suitable bearers and operates to brush 
in and clean off the powdered steatite. 

The paper after being waterproofed passes 
to a drum or reel on which it is wound, and is 
then ready for use. 
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Artificial Waterproof Leather. 





A new waterproof material or artificial 
leather designed as a cloth or leather is made by 
treating fibres of linen, cotton, jute, wool, 
wood, cellulose, &c., as well as the waste 
from the treatment of such fibres or cellulose, 
with a solution of albumen, which solution 
may be applied superficially or throughout the 
mass. To this solution is added glycerine, 
in order to make or render the coagulum 
formed ductile, and a solution of metal salt 
for the purpose of increasing the capability of 
coagulation, and for preserving it against the 
action of water ; and in order to impart to the 
material the strength of leather or stiff paper 
of strong quality, basic borate of soda is add- 
ed. The solution of albumen thus prepared 
is brought into coagulation, and the whole is 
pressed in an appropriate manner between 
heated rollers or cylinders, which may have 
smooth or engraved surfaces, as desired. In- 
stead of using fibres as described, woven ma- 
terial or paper may be employed, using the 
same process, roughening the surfaces of the 
material to facilitate the adhesion of the albu- 
men and keep the coagulum on the surface. 

The albumen solution is made as follows: 
Equal parts of concentrated albumen and 
glycerine are added to the necessary quantity 
of water. Then add ten per cent. of nitrate or 
sulphate of magnesia and five per cent. of 
basie borate of soda, the percentage named 
teferring to the quantity of albumen employed, 
This mixture, which may be preserved for 
many weeks without decay or putrefaction, 
may be mixed with any desirable coloring ma- 
terial, If wood cellulose is to be employed 
as the main body, paper made from sulphite 
cellulose is used and covered, by means of 
brushes, with the solution prepared as speci-

fied ; or, if manufacturing on a larger scale, | 


the solution is spread over the cellulese by | 
means of a grounding or priming machine, 
such as is used in the manufacture of stained or 
colored paper. The solution can be made to 
enter into or to penetrate the cellulose by ap- 
plying more pressure; or by diluting the solu- 
tion employed, or by moistening the cellulose. 
If it is desired to fully impregnate the cellu- 
lose mass with the albumen solution, the sheets 
are moistened to a certain degree, and then | 
dipped into the solution until they are im- | 
pregnated throughout. The cellulose, either | 
covered or impregnated as stated, is then co- 
agulated on a drying cylinder heated by steam, 

or it may previously undergo a drying process 

in heated air. The coagulum formed is then 

moistened on the back side, either by hand 

or by an appropriate apparatus, and is then | 
pressed between heated rollers, which may 

have smooth or en- 
graved surfaces, or 
between the plates 
of a_ bookbinder’s 
press, such as used 
for gilding book- 
covers. It will 
prove to be useful 
for the purpose if 
the press-plates are 
heated by gas or by 
superheated steam. 
As a rule, the manu- 
facture of the ma- 
terial so prepared 
will be completed or 
finished if the water 
with which the coag- 
ulated mass has 
been moistened is 
evaporated by the 
heat employed. If 
colored patterns or 
designs are to be 
produced, such as 
in paper -hangings 
or wal] decorations, 
the colors are mixed 
with the albumen 
preparation before 
printing the pattern. Then the colored albu- | 
men preparation is applied to the surface of 

the material and treated as before stated. If | 
cellulose fibres or other fibres are mixed with 
the albumen preparation so as to form a stiff 


but yet plastic substance which is capable of | 
being pressed into heated forms, a coagulum 
will be obtained which has the elasticity of | 
leather. In this case the albumen preparation 


may contain less glycerine.

An Old-Time Pugnacious Paper 
Maker. 





Among the most conspicuous cases 
where members of Congress barely escaped 
expulsion ‘‘by the skin of their teeth” were 
those of Matthew Lyon, of Vermont, and 
Preston S. Brooks, of South Carolina. Lyon 
was elected to the House in 1797 by the anti- 
Federal party. In October, 1798, he was con- 
victed of a libel on President Adams and con- 
fined for four months in the Vergennes jail, a 
fine of $1,000, which had alsc been imposed 
upon him, being paid by his friends. An at- 
tempt to expel him from Congress, as a con- 
victed felon, failed for want of a two-thirds 
vote. While in jail he was re-elected to Con- 
gress. Lyon probably holds the . distinction 
of being the only member of Congress ever 
twice arraigned for expulsion. The other of- 
fence of Lyon was also committed during his 
first Congressional term. He had a fierce per 
sonal altercation with Roger Griswold, of 
Connecticut. 

He ina trice struck Lyon thrice 
Upon his head, enrag’d, sir, 

Who seized the tongs to ease his wrongs. 
And Griswold thus engag’d, sir. 

My library contains a curious old caricature 
engraving representing this contest between 
**Congressional pugilists in Congress Hall, 
Philadelphia, February 15, 1798. Jona. Day- 
ton, Speaker, Jona, W. Condy, clerk.” An 
unsuccessful effort was made to expel both 
Lyon and Griswold, Lyon was a remarkable 
character. He was born in Ireland, coming 
to this country when thirteen. Being too

poor to pay his passage he was assigned by 
the captain of the ship, in accordance with 
the practice of the time, for a pecuniary con- 
sideration to a Connecticut farmer, where he 
remained several years. He figured in the 
Revolution among the celebrated Green Moun- 
tain Boys, as a lieutenant, commissary gen- 
eral and colonel. After the war he founded a 
town, Fair Haven, Vt., established and run | 
saw mills, grist mills, paper mills, an iron 
foundry and newspapers. He manufactured 
the types and paper from which he printed 
an ultra Democratic sheet entitled ‘‘ The | 
Scourge of Aristocracy and Repository of | 
Important Political Truth.” He was the first | 
of our paper manufacturers to use wood in the | 
process, he having used both basswood bark | 
and the wood. He served thirteen years 
in the Vermont Legislature before entering | 
Congress. He married a daughter of the first |

governor of the State, Thomas Chittenden, 
the Washington of Vermont. After serving 
two terms in Congress from Vermont he 
moved to Kentucky, and at the first election 
his arrival was elected to Congress 
from that State and continued there till 
1811. Subsequently he held the office of 
United States factor for the Cherokee Indians 
and removed to Arkansas, of which he was the 


After Lyon’s final retirement from Congress 
and on November 13, 1811, the Speaker of 
the House of Representatives presented a 
petition from him setting forth that he had, 
many years before, been prosecuted and con- | 
victed under the sedition law (see “‘ State Trials | 
of the United States”); that he had suffered 
imprisonment and been made to pay the sum | 
of $1,060.90, and that he wished to have the 
money refunded to him. Eighteen years after | 
his death, on July 4, 1840, a law was passed | 
paying to his heirs the specified sum, with 
interest from February, 1799. At the close of | 
his Congressional service from Kentucky he | 
became a contractor to build gunboats, but 
became bankrupt from the speculation.—Aos-

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Machine for Winding Paper. 





An illustration is presented of an im- 
provement in that part of paper-making ma- 
chines in which the web of made paper as it 
leaves the paper-making machine proper is 
cut into strips longitudinally, and the strips 
wound upon spools into rolls of suitable size 
adapted for newspaper work, book work and 
any class of paper where a continuous web is 
required, 

In a ‘‘ spooling” or winding apparatus it is 
very desirable, where more than one spool is 
used, not only to equalize the speed of the 
several spools and their rolls of web in such | 
a manner that rolls of different diameters can | 
be revolved at velocities corresponding to their 
respective diameters and still be driven from | 
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the same main shaft, but it is also desirable 
that the several strips of paper into which the 
web is cut may all be wound simultaneously 
and evenly upon their respective spools re- 
gardless of their diameters, and in such a man- 
ner that the paper may be used for the several 
purposes for which it is intended directly from 
the spools without re-winding. With this ap- 
paratus it is designed that paper webs of vary- 
ing widths, suitable for printing, paper-bag 
making, wall-paper, telegraph paper, or for 
any other purpose or purposes, may be wound 
upon the rolls direct from the paper-making 
machine proper by a method of surface-wind- 
ing, so that these rolls of wound paper shall be 
ready for the market without any further pro- 
cess of winding. . 

Figure I represents a side elevation of so 
much of a paper machine as is necessary to 
illustrate the invention, and Fig. 2 is a top or 

plan view. In this 

instance the ma- 
chine is shown as 
adapted to winding 
eight spools simul- 
taneously, and hav- 
ing two friction 
cylinders fitted with 
four spools each; 
but the number of 
spools to each cylin- 
der may be increased 
by increasing the 
size of the latter, 
and the aggregate 
_ number of spools. 
in a machine may 
also be increased 
by increasing the 
number of friction 
or power cylinders. 
The paper is taken 
as it comes from the 
roll A, over which it 
passes after leaving 
the cutters d, to the 
several spools shown 
at B, the strips of

|shown in Fig. 1. The spool-shafts are 


mounted in boxes or bearings, C, radiating 
from the axis of the friction cylinders or 
power cylinders, D, in such a manner that the 
rolls will adjust themselves upon the surfaces 
of the cylinders as they gradually increase in 
size by the accumulation of paper. 

The boxes C are formed in castings E, suit- 
ably fastened to the sides of the frame in 
which the cylinders D are mounted, the shafts 
F F of the cylinders being rotated and their 
speed equalized by means of a suitable equal- 
izing device. 
side of the cylinders are so located relative to 
the cylinders that the paper as it is being 
wound upon the spools which are journaled in 


The uppermost boxes on each

For the purpose of effecting an equal rate 
of speed between the two friction cylinders or 
drums D D there is an equalizing device (shown 
at G) which is operated by means of a pulley, 


H, and an endless band or belt, I, which

friction cylinders D D is equalized, it follows

they revolve. This method of surface-winding 
permits of running a large number of spools 
simultaneously and damaged paper can be re- 
moved from any one of the rolls without the 
necessity of removing a corresponding quan- 
tity of good paper from the other rolls. 
Again, a fresh roll of paper can be started 
at any time during the operation of the 
machine, regardless of the status of the rolls# 
already in process of winding, and square or 
round spool-shafts may be used at pleasure, 
as may be desired. By running a large num- 
ber of spools simultaneously, the time and 
labor involved in rewinding the webs upon 
similar spools is saved, and by the 
strips of web to the desired widths for 
ing-paper, bag-paper, wall-paper or for any 
other purpose for which continuous webs of pa- 
per are required, the rolls can be taken directly 
from the machine and the paper put to the use 
for which it is intended without further trou- 
ble. Paper makers will readily understand

A largely attended meeting of the New York 
Chamber of Commerce was held yesterday 
afternoon for the purpose of considering the 
report of the special committee which has un- 
der consideration the rules and regulations of 
the Health Officer of the Port of New York 
relative to the disinfection of imported rags. 
The report is quite voluminous and goes over 
the history of the various proceedings in con- 
nection with the disinfection of rags, and in 
presenting the conclusions of the committee 
says that the allegation that the regulation for 
disinfecting by the use of super-heated steam 
has not been properly carried out, and that to 
this extent the process is practically worthless 
is not unfounded. 

The report further states that ‘‘ regulations 
which subject rags gathered in healthy coun-

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time within six months immediately preceding the ship- 
ment thereof, and whether such rags are exported di- 
rect or via any other port or country, and whether landed 
or stored therein or transshipped overside to another ves- 
sel for re-export, should be prohibited from teing 
landed in the United States so long as any prohibitory 
order published by the government or health officers re- 
mains in force ; nor when the order is rescinded should 
such rags be landed until disinfected on arrival. 

III. That quarantine regulations in relation to rags 
or other merchandise or the disinfection thereof should 
be uniform at al! ports of entry in the United States. 


After some discussion, the third resolution 
was amended by adding the words, ‘‘ and 
should be under the sole control and manage- 
ment of the United States.” The resolutions 
were then adopted without dissent. 

A MEDICAL OPINION, 

The Medical Record, a journal edited by 
Dr. George F. Shrady, who was one of 
General Grant’s physicians, has the following 
to say upon this subject; 

The disinfection of rags is now claiming a great deal 
of public attention. The principal reason for this ap- 
pears to bea difference of opinion between the rag im- 
porters and the health authorities as to what is neces- 
sary in the premises. The special committee of the 
Chamber of Commerce appointed to investigate the 
matter have been taking testimony, pro and con, with 
the promise that some definite conclusions will eventu- 
ally be reached. A similar inquiry is being carried on 
in Boston with a like end in view. The necessity for 
this is becoming more apparent, as the present methods 
of rag disinfection are impartially scrutinized, 

So far it is quite apparent that there has been mani- 
fested an inordinate zeal on the part of the health au- 
thorities to prove that superheated steam is the best, 
if not the only, disinfectant for the purposes named 
Resolutions of sanitary conventions to this effect have 
been repeatedly published, and strenuous efforts have 
been made to create public opinion in its favor, 
Curiously enough, most of this work has been done by 
a very few gentlemen, who have, all other things being 
equal, shown a great interest in guarding the public 
health. Without attempting to associate cause and ef- 
fect it has been shown that all these efforts have cul- 
minated in the employment of a patented process for 
applying the steam. It is unfortunate, to say the least, 
that such coincidences should be the basis of a charge 
of interested motives on the part of some of the parties 
concerned. This is to be deplored,as all such measures 
intended for the protection of the health of the people 
should be above suspicion. It is not, however, our 
purpose at present to discuss this part of the question, 
Scientifically we can view the present method of steam 
disinfection from the standpoint of its utility. In so 
doing it will be well to consider certain facts which 
are well established in the history of epidemics, and 
which have not been shaken by any evidence brought 
out in the investigations now being carried on. 

Disinfection in the bale, as at present adopted, is of 
no use. It is impossible by merely thrusting a perfor- 
ated screw into a bale to force steam equably and 
effectively into every portion of it. 

This has been illustrated by a very interesting and 
conclusive experiment tried in Boston. The importers 
caused to be introduced into different portions of bales 
when originally packed for importation self-registering 
thermometers. These bales were afterward subjected 
to the steam disinfection at the port of entry, which 
was Boston, and the results as shown on the thermom- 
eters were carefully noted, giving a range from 212° 
Fahrenheit in one instance down to 85° Fahrenheit, 
the average being 109° Fahrenheit. 

Such a temperature, if it accomplished anything, 
would be in favor of propagating the disease germs ra- 
ther than of destroying them. Yet, as we understand 
it, this is the method so strenuously advocated by the 
signers of resolutions, and so persistently enforced by 
the health authorities of New York and Boston. 

It may be proper, in this connection, to consider the 
fact that no one has been able to produce an authenti- 
cated case of cholera coming from rags, a fortunate cir- 
cumstance in view of the inefficient method of disin- 
fection. 

Disinfection by any process to be thorough requires 
the unbaling of rags. Practically this is impossible at 
the port of entry. Aside from other considerations the 
cost would be too great, But it is recommended, and 
justly too, to admit rags from countries not affected 
with contagious diseases, and in cases of suspicion or 
doubt to disinfect the exterior of the bales before un- 
loading, and that when the rags are unbaled at the 
mills they shall be properly disinfected under the super- 
vision of the local health authorities. 

This would make the local authorities responsible, 
and if a case of contagious disease broke out in a paper- 
making town the responsibility would be fixed upon an 
officer on the spot, who could at once apply a remedy. 

By the present system it is almost impossible to fix 
the blame in case of the appearance of contagious dis- 
eases, 

The health officers at the several ports of entry 
through which rags were coming to the mill would dis- 
own the responsibility. 

Again, it is‘a curious fact that there is no case on 


record of a contagious disease being started in a paper | lished a dandy-roll 
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mill by foreign rags. On the other hand, there are 
numerous instances in which disease, such, for exam- 
pie, as small-pox, has been traced to domestic rags, 
which are not subject to any disinfection. If, how- 
ever, disinfection were carried on in the proper towns 
it would be much easier for the health boards to protect 
their towns against the entry of disease in this way. 

These measures could not fail to prove satisfactory to 
all concerned and be ample protection for the people in 
all casesof doubt. Super-heated steam when proper- 
ly used might accomplish this, but as at present em- 
ployed it is utterly worthless, 

Dr. Daniel Lewis has written a letter to the editor of 
the Medical Record in reference to Health Officer 
Smith’s petition, which he says‘‘in no way favors 
any particular plan for disinfection.’’ He signed the 
petition because he thought no physician ** would feel 
justified in refusing his endorsement of such a state- 
ment in view of all the facts as they exist to-day.”” To 
this the editor of the Medical Record adds: ** There is 
no doubt that Dr. Lewis and the other gentlemen who 
signed the document did so in good faith, but still there 
was no guaranty against its use for the purpose of 
booming the present method of rag disinfection, which 
is perfectly worthless,” 
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Hotyoxe, Mass., June 3, 1886. 

There is nothing new or strange in the 
local trade to communicate this week, a: quiet 
feeling pervading the usual business centres. 
The mills are as busy as ever, and there is no 
lack of orders with a majority of manufac- 
turers. There is a disposition on the part of 
some dealers to hurry their orders along as 
fast as possible, and there are cases where the 
ink has hardly dried which booked some or- 
ders before word has been received to hurry 
along the goods as rapidly as possible, as they 
were needed. It is a pretty difficult matter 
sometimes to suit these ‘‘hustlers,” as the 
manufacturer can hardly be expected to change 
his machine over the moment an order is re- 
ceived, and it is an uncommon thing now for 
our mills to carry stocks of finished goods. In 
looking about I find that fine writings are in 
fair demand at ruiing prices, with an active 
trade in some lines of specialties. There 
seems to be an excellent call for news, and 
some grades of book papers are in demand, 
with prices unchanged. Manillas are quiet, 
and wrappings are about the same. On the 
whole, business is fairly sustained, with as 
good an outlook for future dealings as can be 
expected. 

The paper-stock market is quiet, as usual, 
with no new developments. Some of the 
dealers are offering attractive lots at tempting 
prices, but the general buying is limited, 
There is a moderate demand for domestic rags. 
Manufacturers do not appear to be afixious in 
regard to the market, and yet much interest 
is manifested as to the outcome of the disinfec- 
tion of foreign rags. In case live steam is to 
be used it will add to the cost of rags, which, 
of course, must be borne by someone. Should 
the manufacturers be obliged to stand it, an 
advance in the price of paper will surely follow. 

A meeting of machine-tenders, helpers and 
engineers was held early in the week to discuss 
the matter of shutting down on Saturday and 
Sunday nights. The meeting was well at- 
tended and the subject was freely discussed. 
Most of those present thought that it was very 
desirable to lessen the hours of labor, and it 
was voted to appoint a committee of six to 
draft a set of resolutions favoring the shutting 
down of the mills at six o'clock on Saturday 
night and not starting up again until six 
o'clock on Monday morning. These will be 
presented to the manufacturers for their con- 
sideration.

THE conclusions of the special com- 
mittee appointed by the New York Cham- 
ber of Commerce to inquire into the cir- 
cumstances surrounding the disinfection 
of imported rags are summarized in the 
resolutions presented by that committee 
and adopted by the chamber.

OF course it will be understood that 
the action of the chamber has no binding 
effect upon the health authorities; but 
the committee representing that body 
has the advantage of occupying a neutral 
position and its investigations have 
apparently been of the most impartial 
character. The expression of opinion 
by the Chamber of Commerce, repre- 
senting as it does the views of a body 


of representative business men, and sanc- | 


tioned by the authority of an organi- 
zation of high standing, ought to impress 
itself upon the minds of those who have 
burdened the paper trade with regulations 
at once burdensome and unnecessary. 


To one part of the resolutions as 
adopted there must be exception. The 
demand that the national government 


shall affect all ports of entry alike and 
compel a uniform system of disinfection 


is a mistake. The government has al- 
ready found that it transcended its pow- 
ers in laying down rules by which the 
State health authorities are to be gov- 
Unless the different States assent 
and provide by legislative enactment for 
the subordination of their health officers 
to the national authority we cannot see 
how this proposition can be carried into 
effect. This point was pressed as an 
amendment to the resolutions offered by 
the committee and adopted without sug- 
gestion or perhaps thought as to the ina- 
bility of the government under existing 





| laws to enforce it. 





In this thorough ventilation of the 
regulations as to disinfection and of 


| the abuses arising thereunder, Vice-Presi- 


dent Augustine Smith, of the American 
Paper Manufacturers’ Association,’ has 
borne an active part. With great per- 
sistence he has contested the charge 
that rags, as imported here, have been 
the medium of disease, and with equal 
tenacity he has withstood the assaults of 
the disinfecting agents and the health 
officials who have insisted upon conditions 
which the trade know to be valueless 


| in the light of facts and practical experi- 


ence. Opportunity for the fullest pres- 
entation of convincing proofs and argu- 
ments has been given to the advocates of 
disinfection, and we consider the report 
of the committee which we have referred 
to a sufficient vindication, equitable as 


any trial by jury, of the position taken by 


THE JOURNAL, and by Mr. Smith to

made a study of this question as alto- 
gether superior to the expressed opinion 
of physicians who give testimony on what 
are called “general principles.” It by 
no means follows that because a person 
has attained repute in general pathology 
he is equally competent as a specialist. In 
the article on this subject which we 
reprint from the Medical Record we find 
| as satisfactory an authority as any which 
exists in this country, a better founded 
| opinion indeed than the dicta of the var- 





ious medical men, who have neither had 
the experience nor the light of study of 
experience to guide them toa satisfactory 
conclusion. We hope that the results of 
the Chamber of Commerce inquiry will 
induce the health officers to act a 
little more reasonably. The paper trade 
do not want infected rags. Their health 
is as much at stake as that of any other 
| class of the community, and their busi- 
| ness is at risk. Mr. Smith truly declared 
the sentiment of the trade when he pro- 
posed to debar all rags coming from in- 
fected localities; but as truly took a 
| common-sense view of the issue when he 
insisted that onerous regulations should 
not interfere with the importation of 
| stock not under suspicion. 





WE have just received the Treasury 
Department's monthly statement of ex- 
ports and imports for April and for the 
ten months of the fiscal year ended there- 
with, and draw therefrom what seem 
| to be very satisfactory figures so far as 





| our paper and 


stationery interests are 
concerned. Our exports of home-made 
writing-paper and envelopes during the 
ten months ended April 30 were valued 


| 


at $114,839. For the same time in | 
1885 they were $67,998, the increase 
for 1886 being $46,841. Our exports 
of paper for the same period were 


$764,300 in 1886 and $669,918 in 1885, 
an increase of $94,382. In considering 
these figures it is well to keep in mind 
the decline in prices so as to realize that 
there more notable increase as to 
quantities. In looking at our imports we 
find a reported increase of $171,230 in pa- 
per and all of its manufactures. Anyone fa- |

Then the editor of the Afedical Record | liar, and I do not think that long contracts are 


to be preferred to buying goods in open mar- 
ket. For instance, if you make a contract for 
a grade of stock at 2% cents and shortly after 
| that the market goes up and that stock is 
| worth 3% cents, you will see the difference in 
the quality of goods delivered to you, and in 
this way it is sought to even the matter up. 
I believe that a man can do just as well “‘ to 
stand the market” as he can by long con- 
tracts.

| Shutting Down on Saturday Afternoon. 
Warren Parer Miits, N. J., June 1, 1886, 
| To the Editor of The Journal ; 
| I have noticed your remarks in last week's 
| paper and I am pleased to see you taking such 
active interest in the project of stopping the 
mills on Saturday and Sunday nights, and I 
hope and believe that your efforts in this 
direction will be appreciated by both parties 
interested. 

You wonder if the proposition has come to 
a pause. There seems to be a little lull, but I 
will hope that it is like the calm which pre- 
cedes the storm, and that soon you will be 
overtaxed to find space for the correspondence 
favoring the movement. I believe that the 
advent of THE JOURNAL weekly is watched with 
interest to see who will speak next. It is the 
large manufacturers whom we want to see ex- 
press themselves, and there are a good many 
yet tohear from, It seems to me that the 
idea of asking the opinion of the mill hands, 
as someone suggests, would be like asking a 
hungry man if he would like something to eat. 
Of course, they are unanimously in favor of it, 
and I think that they are acting very wisely in 
keeping silent on the subject now. They have 
tried it before, with no good result. It is some- 
thing which is wholly at the disposal of em- 
ployers, and if these will not be magnanimous 
enough to grant the favor it will have to be 
abandoned. 

I think that the idea of releasing the men 
and paying them is quite an obstacle in the 
minds of some against the plan, I hope only a 





few. True there are other objections, like boil- 
ing stock, &c., which can all be easily over- 
In this age of cheap iron it will be 
easy to supply plenty of boiling capacity to 
settle that objection. 

Viewing this question from the working- 
man’s standpoint, I maintain that reform in 
the workingman’s condition demands this 
change. There is no justice in a paper maker 
working seventy-two hours per week while 
men in other trades, who receive better pay, 
work only sixty, and are not satisfied with 
that but ask for forty-eight hours, and have 
the sympathy of a vast number of people, too, 

Now, all that I would ask or expect for the 
working paper maker would be that. he shall 
be released from six o’clock on Saturday even- 
ing till six o’clock on Monday morning, and 
receive his weekly salary as now, and as far 
as has come under my observation the work- 
ing paper makers are reasonable men and 
would ask no more. 

As a manufacturer it would please me to 
see the mills stop at one o'clock or even 
earlier, to reduce the output sufficiently to 
make our business pay. The tendency of 
mills for several years has been to increase 
the daily capacity, to cheapen the cost of 
manufacture—a very good principle when 
supply and demand are equal, but ruinous on 
an overstocked market, the consequence be- 
ing very soon a drop in price. Some mill- 
owners will say, ‘‘ We can’t fill our orders,” but 
let them advance prices half a cent per pound 
and see how soon their order-book will be 
cleared up. They could stop and ‘‘ they never 
would be missed.” H, J. Roperts,

D. K. Tenny, and others. The paper com- 
pany fepresent that in May, 1885, they 
made @ contract with Jeffrey, as represen- 
tative of the Jeffrey Printing Company, 
by which they agreed to sell it $10,000 
worth of paper to be delivered as 
wanted on two years’ time, the company 
agreeing to give its note for $10,000 as secu- 
rity, and also assign 100 shares of the com- 
pany’s capital stock. The printing company 
was organized in February, 1884, with a capi- 
tal of $150,000, of which John B. Jeffrey and 
his wife took 1,400 shares, and his father-in- 
law ninety-seven shares. It is charged that 
the confeSsions of judgment aggregating 
$108,000 recently docketed were entered up 
in Jeffrey’s interest, with the intention of 
wrecking the company. Also that the adver- 
tisement of the sheriff's sale of the company’s 
property was unattractively worded and de- 
signed with a view of allowing Jeffrey to buy 
itin ata nominal sum. The company there- 
fore asks to have the confessions of judgment 
set aside and a new receiver appointed to 
wind up the company’s affairs, and that an 
injunction may be issued restraining the 
sheriff's sale of the property. A temporary 
injunction was granted by Judge Shepard. A 
similar bill was filed in the United States Cir- 
cuit Court by C. B. Cottrell & Sons, of New 
York, who say they sold Jeffrey five presses 
and took as collateral security for a note $10,- 
000 worth of the stock of the company.

The dinner we had in New York,

I find that business has been moving along 
just the same as though I had been here all the 
while. Why, some of the trade didn’t even 
know I had been out of town for five long 
days ; and when I told how I escaped the 
fury of a Wall Street ‘‘ bull,” of being ‘‘ beat” 
(at checkers) by an automaton, of getting lost 
in Central Park, of getting ‘‘ mashed” on 
Broadway and of my hurry to catch the boat, 
a paper dealer remarked that, considering the 
fun I had been having, I should have spent the 
summer in New York, for, said he: *‘ You 
would never be missed—you'’d never be 
missed.” 

The imports of paper stock have continued to 
arrive with the same regularity as before I left 
the city, and I find that during my absence 
1,639 bales and coils of paper stock were re- 
ceived, of which 668 bales were paper waste, 
65 bales of cotton waste, 50 bales of flax 
waste, 32 bales of old bagging and 343 coils 
old rope. 

The receipts of chemicals were also uninter- 
rupted, the imports for the week being 658 
casks of bleaching powder, 351 casks of soda- 
ash, 360 casks of china and 24 casks of South- 
ern clay 

I am pleased to state that upon my return I 
find no change in the paper stock or chemical 
markets—that is, nothing of a more unfavor- 
able nature than when last reviewed, while the 
outlook is more encouraging as inquiries are 
more numerous. I am much gratified thereat 
and mention these matters that the proprietor 
of the Lockwood Press may feel that the in- 
terests of the Boston paper trade are not ne- 
glected during my absence from the city—as I 
may want a vacation this summer. 

One thing, however, I regret, and that is, 
being absent from the city I was unable to 
meet the representatives of the trade visiting 
the city during the past few days, and in con- 
sequence know not the arrivals. Still, I am 
“‘at home”, now, and my card-receiver is 
nailed to the outer door for the reception of all 
pasteboards. 

Horace Dutton, one of the Federal street 
paper stock importers, has removed his head- 
quarters from No. 21 to No, 13 Federal 
street, second floor. As the arrangements for 
this removal had already been perfected I am 
glad that the moving was not delayed on ac- 
count of my absence, and as Mr. Dutton noti- 
fied me of the change immediately upon my 
return I have nothing to complain of. Par- 
ties calling upon Mr. Dutton to pay bills will 
please remember the new address—No. 13 
Federal street.

The 
Senate is busy with the Northern Pacific for- 
feiture bill during the morning hours ard still 
giving attention to the bankruptcy measure in 
the afternoon, while in the House the oleomar- 
garine subject is being fought over by the 
preservers of the Constitution and the believers 
in good old-fashioned butter.

lisle has arranged for a conference of all the | 
chairmen of the various committees of the 
House to be held to-morrow afternoon to talk 
with him concerning the order of business for 
the rest of the session. There are so many 
conflicting claims for consideration it is feared | 
that unless some understanding is reached 
many measures of value may be defeated by | 
antagonism, and the Speaker is desirous of | 
some plan to avoid this, 

With regard to the tariff bill it is believed 
that the champions of this measure will call it 
up as soon as the legislative bill is out of the 
way ; a big fight will of course come up on 
the question of its consideration at this time, 
but its supporters think that they can get it 
before the House. If they succeed it will go 
before the Committee of the Whole House for 
general debate, and it is the plan, it is thought, 
to then withdraw the bill while discussion is 
going on and introduce the Naval Appropria- 
tion bill, leaving further and final considera- 
tion of the Morrison measure for the next 
session of this Congress. Such a proceeding 
will enable both parties to make a record 
before the country with their speeches, and 
give them a chance to find out a thing or two 
from the people on this vexed subject before 
their vote is cast. Mr. Randall's friends say 
that he is not at all worried by the action of 
certain clubs of Philadelphia changing their 
name and passing resolutions expressing a 
want of confidence in him as a representative. 
Randall says that his opponents in Philadel- 
phia are disappointed office-seekers, some of 
whom do not even live in his district. He is 
quoted as saying: ‘‘ Their action will have no 
influence whatever either upon the nominating 
convention or upon the people of my district. 
The club has formally declared against me 
because I will not support Morrison's bill. If 
I did support it I would expect condemnation 
from every sensible man in my district with- 
out regard to party.” Already there are at 
least eighty members down on the Speaker's 
list for a speech of at least an hour’s length on 
the tariff question, and as there are as -many 
more who will certainly desire to be heard 
one can form some idea of the time required 
for debate on this subject should all other 
legislation be dropped. In the light of these 
facts it is not hard to believe that the Mor- | 
rison bill will not pass the House this session. 

Last week Mr. Miller, of Texas, in the Com- 
mittee on Education, introduced a substitute | 
for the Blair educational bill. It appropriates 
$8,000,000 annually for ten years, to be dis- 
tributed among the States and Territories ac- 
cording to the ratio of illiteracy as established 
by the census of 1880. The money shall be | 
paid on the first of each July, beginning with 
July 1, 1887, and shall be expended by the 
States in the maintenance of public schools 
under the State laws. The provisions of the 
Blair bill requiring reports from the States re- 
garding the disbursement of the money, and 
to which objections have been made on the 
ground of interference with State rights, are 
eliminated from the bill. In States in which | 
separate schools are maintained for white and | 
colored children, the bill provides that the | 
money given the State shall be apportioned 
between white and colored schools in the pro- 
portion that the total number of children of | 
each race of school age bears to the total num- | 








ber of children of school age in the State as 
shown by the scholastic census.

bia, except such as may be acquired by devise 
or inheritance, or in good faith in the ordinary 
course of justice in the collection of debts 
hereafter created; provided that the prohibition 
of this section shall not apply in such cases 


as the right to hold lands in the United States | 


is secured by existing treaties to the citizens 


or subjects of foreign countries, which rights | 


shall continue to exist so long as such treaties 
are in force. Section 2 says that no corpora- 


tion or association, 20 percent. of whose stock 


belongs to foreigners, shall hereafter acquire | 


or hold any real estate in any of the Terri- 
tories. Section 3 provides that no corporation 
other than those organized for construction 
and maintenance of railways, canals and 
turnpikes, shall acquire, hold or own over 500 
acres of land so hereafter acquired in any of 
the Territories of the United States, and that no 
railroad, turnpike or canal corporation shall 
hereafter acquire, hold or own lands in the 
Territories other than is necessary for the 
proper operation of their respective enter- 
prises except such lands as may have been 
granted to them by Congress. In Section 3 
all lands held in violation of this act are de- 
clared forfeited. The bill is now before the 
House for concurrence. 

The Bankruptcy bill is likely to occupy the 
attention of the Senators for some days, yet as 
strong opposition is being developed as the de- 
bate proceeds. Senator Brown, of Georgia, 
yesterday afternoon said of the present bill 
that it seizes unsuspecting persons who have 
intended to do no wrong, takes their property 
from them for short delays of as much as 
thirty days in meeting their obligations, and 
denies to them the right to make assignments 
for the benefit of their creditors, even without 
preference to anyone, Everybody knows, he 
further said, that it is notin the power of the 
large classes of people described in this act to 
meet promptly all of their engagements within 
thirty days, and this is the case with persons 
perfectly solvent. Country merchants do not 
do it, hotel keepers do not do it, farmers can- 
not do it, and manufacturers cannot do it, and 
so with ali the classes mentioned. Then why 
pass a law, said he, that everybody knows 
cannot be executed without immense injury to 
the honest, laboring masses of our people, and 
a law which everybody knows will not be per- 
mitted to stand long upon the statute-book 
He made 
the statement that of the sixty million people 
in the United States not one million desired 
the Bankruptcy bill. 

Upon inquiry at the Post-Office Department 
this afternoon your correspondent learned 
that the proposals for Post-office official en- 
velopes would be readvertised, and that the 
Postmaster-General, while not rejecting the 
bid of the Holyoke Envelope Company, men- 
tioned in THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL some 
days ago, has just called for new ones, which 
will be opened on June 23. It will be remem- 


| bered that the bid of the Holyoke Company 


was the only one made for the contract of the 
ensuing year. It was also stated that no 
awards had yet been made for furnishing 
stamped envelopes, but it is believed that the 








opposition to the Blair bill and his purpose is 
to defeat the whole scheme of education with 
his substitute. He was placed in such a posi- 





tion as to be compelled to allow the Blair bill 
to come before the House or bring forward a 
substitute, and he has introduced a substitute 
which cannot, in his judgment, be passed by 
the House, and if it should pass would surely 
be deteated in the Senate. 

The Committee on Commerce of the Senate 
has given Mr. Ead’s ship railway scheme a 
favorable ‘report and expresses the opinion

lowest the contract was awarded to them. In 
the matter of post-route maps only two bids 
were received—from A. Hoen & Co., of Balti- 
more, the present contractor, and Julius Bien, 
of New York. 

Senator Wilson, of Iowa, has introduced in 
the Senate a bill which authorizes the Post- 
master-General to adopt and furnish double or 
return postal-cards. It provides that should 
the control of such cards be held under patent, 
he may contract and agree to pay a reason- 
able sum for the exclusive ownership and con- 
trol of such patent within the United States, 
and if he cannot secure such ownership he is 
further authorized to contract and agree to 
pay a reasonable royalty on each thousand of 
such cards until the life of such patent shall 
expire. 

At the Interior Department to-day the 
board designated by the Secretary proceeded 
to open bids tor furnishing stationery for that 
department for the next fiscal year. The 
amount of the contract to be awarded is $72,- 
ooo.

Mrs. Callender had been 
sick only a short time, her death being due to 
blood poisoning. The funeral took place in 
the Congregational Church of Stockbridge, 
Mass., where Mr. and Mrs. Callender resided, 
and was very largely attended, including a large 
representation from the paper trade. The 
very high esteem in which Mrs. Callender was 
held was shown in a very expressive way. 
The coffin was transferred from the house to 
the church on a flat conveyance, the coffin 
resting on a bed of flowers and being completely 
covered with floral offerings. The bottom 
and sides of the grave were entirely hidden 


with flowers and after the burial the grave was 
filled to the top with flowers dropped by the loy- 
ing hands of Mrs. Callender's lady friends. The 
ceremonies were most impressive and touching 
and will long be remembered by those who 
were present and witnessed them.

Manufacuring News. 


EASTERN STATES, 
The work of excavating for the addition to 
the Beebe & Holbrook paper mill, Holyoke, 
has begun. 


John Verran, whose paper mill at East Lee, 
Mass., was recently damaged by the breaking 
of the Mud Pond dam, has commenced to re- 
build and repair the mill. 


The Lyndale paper mill property, formerly 
owned and run by Joseph P. Flynn, in South- 
bury,,Conn., has been purchased by William 
Davis, a paper maker, employed by the South- 
ford Paper Company. At present it is not 
known whether Mr. Davis intends to rebuild 
and start it up as a paper mill, but this will 
soon be decided. 


CANADA. 

James Davy, Jr., of Niagara Falls, N. Y., 
succeeded in putting in the foundation for the 
enlargement of his Thorold, Ont., pulp mill 
during the time the water was drawn from the 
Welland Canal. The water is drawn early in 
the spring from the canal to make repairs 
and the manufacturers take that opportunity 
for repairing or other important work. Mr. 
Davy proposes to make four tons of dry pulp 
daily when the milliscompleted. For the past 
twoand a half years he has only made two tons 
daily, but the success he has attained in the 
pulp business warranted him in thus enlarg- 
ing. The mill is situated on the old Welland 
Canal at the head of the four-mile level. He 
has 25 feet head and is to use one of the new 
stout, Mills & Temple 48-inch wheels. He 
has this week received a cargo of poplar wood 
of 180 cords (one of six cargoes to come in) and 
has enough now contracted for eight months. 
Mr. Davy has bought a part of the Hill & 
Murray plant at Niagara Falls, which includes 
the German grinding stones they had on hand 
when the State of New York bought out this 
plant.
